Value of Intangible Property Is Placed at Only 
$412,589 and Land Bears Burden of Taxa­ 
tion to Extent of $3,580,449; Value of Per­ 
sonal Property Placed at $1,369,830 


The taxable value for Brazos county is $10,502,285, 
according to an announcement today from the County Tax 
Collector’s Office.

AUSTIN, Feb. 2.— If the South 
wants to reduce its illiteracy and 
its cotton crop, why not take the 
small children who legally belong 
in the school room, out of the cot­ 
ton fields, where 75 per cent of 
them in some counties are at pick- 
inging time, and return them To 
school? 
We have a compulsory 
school law, said Miss Ethel Hilton 
assistant attorney general. 
I am told that the farmers of the 
South claim that without the labor 
of their children they cannot pro­ 
duce the crops necessary for main­ 
tenance of themselves and fami­ 
lies. 
Yet there has been much ag­ 
itation for years for a decrease in 
cotton production to help the price. 
How- pathetically 
inconsistent 
it 
is for the South to send its chil­ 
dren into the fields 
to 
produce 
crops of cotton so large that the 
price is reduced below the cost of 
production, even with free child 
labor, and then deplore th* lack 
of literacy in this section! 
At this time I am not so much 
interested in the effect which the 
employment of children as farm 
laborers may have on their physi­ 
cal development or 
health, 
but 
rather in the lamentable fact that 
it takes them from the school room 
where they belong 
and 
arrests 
their mental development at its 
most critical stage. 
May not this circumstance ac­ 
count for the fact 
that 
Texas 
stands 35th in the list of states in 
the matter of literacy. 
A report of the National Labor 
commisaion based on a survey of 
child labor in the cotton producing 
fields of the South, shows that in 
the Texas countries of Washing­ 
ton, Hill, Brazos, Burleson, Nac­ 
ogdoches, and Taylor, 1,172 chil­ 
dren, black and white, were actual­ 
ly working in the cotton fields at 
some stage of production. 
This 
number was about 75 per cent of 


the total of 1,561 children observ­ 
ed in these countries. 
Of the 389 children found not 
working in the fields, the greater 
number were of the tender ages of 
6, 7 and 8 years, and children, for 
the most part, of families having 
no older children to accompany the 
smaller ones to the fields. 
No strikingly great difference 
was found in the relative propor­ 
tion of whites and blacks forming 
this supply of child farm labor. 
The 1,172 children found working 
in the fields were reported by their 
parents as 
constituting 
regular 
“ hands” not emergency or occa­ 
sional labor. 
The average age of these young­ 
ster* was found to be between l l 
and 12 years while one third of 
the number was ten years and less. 
No gieat difference was noted in 
the percentage of children of farm 
owners, renters and croppers. 
So it may be stated as an ascer­ 
tained fact that one third of the 
children, white and black, of farm 
owners, renters and croppers work­ 
ing in the fields, in the South, are 
of the average age of IO years. 
The report also discloses 
that 
these children constitute more than 
one-third of the labor in the pro­ 
duction of 
the Southern 
cotton 
crop, determining in large meas­ 
ure, the extent of tho crop. 
This is a tragic situation and will 
be 
followed 
by 
tragic 
conse­ 
quences. 
Where the evil is known 
the remedy is plain. 
If the chil­ 
dren who are in the fields ought to 
be in the school room, take them 
out of the field and place them in 
th* school room. 
The compulsory school age in 
Texas is 8 to 14 years. 
It is a mis­ 
demeanor to keep a child within 
that age limit out of school, ex­ 
cept in certain imperative excep­ 
tions. 
Parents may be penalized 
for each day a child is kept out of 
•eked.

Healy president of the Dallas News 
and the Dallas Journal, is quoted 
as having said the following: “Cot­ 
ton is the overcoat of a seed that is 
planted and grown in the Southern 
States to keep the producer broke 
and the buyer crazy.

ton man by the public, a fool by 
the farmer and a poor business 
man by his creditors.

cotton is fixed in New York and 
goes up when you have sold and 
down when you have bought.

The Daughters of the American 
Revolution, the Grand Army of 
the Republic and historical soci­ 
eties of the country are said to be 
reporting many other tree* with 
a history to the American Forestry 
Association.

for the Hall of Fame are: 
The first algoroba tree in the 
Hawaiian islands by M. J. Roidan 
of Flagstaff, Ariz.

The General Johnston Oak on 
the Shiloh Battlefield by the cham­ 
ber of Commerce of Corinth, Miss.
